REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As for claims 1-10, 
no prior art discloses or renders obvious ajar for use in a downhole toolstring as claimed and 
wherein the adjuster includes an adjuster portion that is threadly connected to the jar mandrel 
such that rotation of the adjuster mandrel relative to the jar mandrel alters the length of the 
chamber and hence the degree of compression of the compression spring. As for claims 1 1 and 
12, no prior art discloses or renders obvious an jar for use in a downhole toolstring as claimed 
and wherein the latch sub includes a hollow interior having formed in a surface thereof two or 
more latch shoulders and each said latch key has at least tow latch surfaces, each latch surface of 
the latch key being engageable with a said shoulder of the latch sub when the latch key occupies 
the latching position thereof with the jar mandrel received in the hollow interior of the latch sub.
